CLOSES REICHS TAG 


President Saves New Cab- 
inet With Tacit Consént 
of Hitler’s Forces. 


_——---— - 


BERLIN, June 3.—(4)—President 
Paul Von Hindenburg became virtual 
dictator of Germany today with the 
apparent approval of Adolf Hitler and 
his stormy nazis. 

The formal action which put the 
veteran commander of the kaiser’s im- 
perial armies in the saddle was a de- 
cree he personally issued dissolving 
the reichstag—a move which side- 
stepped cértain veto of the new 
“titled” cabinet of Franz Von Papen. 

The dissolution, however, means 
that a general election will be man- 
datory within 60 days. It was in- 
dicated that the date would be set 
by emergency decree for sometime 
late in July. 

Such an election would give Hit- 
ler his chance to make good the claim 
that the fascists could control the 


reichstag if a general election were 


held. 

The last general election was in 
1930, and the next normally would 
not come until 1954, but in recent 
state elections, the nazis proved they 
had a plurality in Prussia and else- 
where. It is certain that when elec- 
tions come Germany will face one of 
the bitterest campaigns of her short 
republican history. It will mean life 
or death for many small parties, and 
test the nazi-communist counter 
claim 

Meanwhile the cabinet which will 
never reach the present reichstag con- 
tinued its functions with the tacit 
consent and approval of the nazis, 
who have no member on it. 

General Von Schleicher, strong man 
of the new cabinet and minister of 
defense, hinted today that the recent 
ban of the Bruening government 
against the Hitler storm troops would 
soon be lifted.

York Stock Exchange. 

Thomas W. Lamont, one vf the 
leading partners of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., announced the formation of one 
of the most extraordinary corpora- 
tions in the history of American fi- 
nance, 

The corporation, to be ee as 
“the American Securities Investing 
Corporation,” is expected to be ready 
to begin operations next week with 
initial funds .of $100,000,000 sub- 
scribed by the 18 leading New York 
banks and. tyo leading private 
houses. 

This -is the “bond pool’ which has 
been rumored for several days in 
Wall Street. . The rumors were so 
definite today that. the bond market 
enjoyed its swiftest upturn of 1932, 
many issues advancing $20 to $90 per 
bend -of $1,000 face value. Stocks 
also recovered briskly, many of the 
principal issues closing up $1 to 33. 

Organizers of the corporation ex- 
stained that its funds would not nec- 
essarily be limited to $100,000,000, 
and insisted that “bond pool” or “sta- 
bilization corporation” were misno- 
mers, inasmuch as the concern was not 
planned as a temporary measure, and 
may stay in operation for some time.

Seattered along the edges of the | 
most desolate parts of the west, where 
they have been driven by the march 
of sheep and civilization, are ranches | 
where the old traditions still are ob- | 
served. | 

Near Amedee, Cal., the capital of 
what once was as rich a cow country 
as any in the United States, a num- 
ber of such wen are now living. One 
is the foreman of a cattle ranch owned | 
by the Humphries interests, large op- 
erators throughout northeastern Cal- 
ifornia. Another has his own ranch, | 
and makes a living partly through | 
trading and selling horses he rounds 
up on the surrounding mountains and | 
high basins, | 

Wild horses roam a part of this 
region. They are few in number now, 
but constitute an unwanted quantity 
at best. Cowboys finding them either 
round them up and corral them, or 
shoot them, for a wild horse now is 
usually fit for one thing only—chick- 
en feed. Most are small, poorly 
formed, and untamable. 

Holding the lines along the more 
remote ranges are “real’ cowboys. 
Some of them have nothing to do but 
remember the old days, when thou- | 
sands of cattle grazed the summer 
and winter ranges, but others are still 
making a living keeping the dogies in 
check, riding fence, or breaking horses.

Ship Builder Will Be Ar- 
ranged for Gross Decep- 
tion in Court Today. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., June 3.— 
(P)—John Hughes Curtis, Norfolk, | 
Va., boatbulider, will plead not guilty, 
it was authoritatively learne. today, 
when he is arraigned tomorrow on a 
reported indictment accusing him of 
gross deception in the . indbergh kid- 
naping mystery. 

In view of his confession that he 
hoaxed Colonel Charles A, Lindbergh 
in the search for the abductors of his 
infant son, it had been believed up 
to now he would plead non vult and 
cast himself on the mercy of the 
court. 

But Prosecutor Anthony Hauck, of 
Hunterdon cou-ty,; indicated that de- 
fense counsel would ask for a reduc- 
tion in bail scrom $10,000 to $5,000 
when court convenes and the possibil- 
ity arose that Curtis might be released 
in a few days. The prosecutor said he 
would fight any diminution of bail. 

W. C. Pender, Norfolk, Va., attor- 
ney, arrived today for a conference 
with Curtis and solicited the services 
of a local lawyer, Lloyd Fisher. Pend- 
er is returning south tonight to raise 
the bail and Fisher will represent 
their client in the pleading tomorrow. 

Defense counsel requested that the 
arraignment be conducted in Curtis’ 
cell in the local jail to avoid publicity 
but Judge Adam O. Roberts said he 
would preside in open court. It is 
likely that the prisoners will be tried 
the week of June 27.

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An Exhibition of Restraint 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


Some 20 months ago, while playing 
in an international match in London 
with Theodore A. Lightner as my 
partner, I invented a bid. Mr. Light- 
ner had opened the bidding with one 
diamond. I held nine hearts, includ- 
ing the four top honors, My holding 
did not justify a@orcing Takeout, and 
yet it was so strong that it justified 
a try for Slam if I could correctly pic- 
ture my holding to my partner. Mr. 
Lightner is a great player and can 
draw inferences with marvelous pre- 
cision. I bid five hearts, and Mr. 
Lightner passed. Inasmuch as the op- 
p onents held two Aces, we made our 
contract of five hearts, and no more, 

The other day an almost identical 
situation occurred in the city of Louis- 
ville, in a Duplicate game, and not all 
the players, according to my inform- 
ant, William J. Bell, showed the 
same restraint or reached the proper 
contract. 

The hand and bidding were: 

East—Dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable.
